L. M arshall in his annual 
report inaue yesterday to the W a r De­ 
partment on river and harbor im prove­ 
ments in llliu o i'. s iys incidentally of 
the Hennepin canal; 
“ W o rk was continued on the 
west­ 
ern section of the Illinois and Missis 
'ippi Canal consisted 
principally in 
dredging 
and extending rip-rap bank 
protection. 
The canal has now been 
located with the approval of the Sec­ 
retary of W a r, 
except from the sum­ 
mit level to Rock river. 
On the east­ 
ern section there still remains to be 
done the completion of earthworks on 
mile fi, which is expected to be done in 
August, and the completing of the sup­ 
erstructure of all bridges and several 
other works. 
A va ila b le funds w ill be 
applied to the payment for right of 
way, surveying, etc. 
There 
is an 
available balance of $fiO,fi22.” 
W h eth er the unlocated portion of 
the canal mentioned has reference to 
the western end of the work which 
strikes the river this side of Rock 
Island, or to the

from Rock
